The fea- 
ture which most clearly indicates its pur- 
pose is the proposed substitution of ad 
valorem for specific duties.”

SNIVEL SERVICE IN ARIZONA. 


at Two Handred Dollars. 

Here is a little iliustration of the manner 
in which civil-service reforin works in the 
Territory of Arizona, under the Cleveland | 
administration. 

The United States Grand Jury at Tucson 
isat present engaged in investigating a 
charge of brrbery and corruption against 
L. C. Hughes, the United States Court 
Commissioner at that place. Hughes, gen- 
erally known throughout the Territory by 
the sobriquet of “Pinhead,” is the editor of 
a Democratic newspaper, the Siar. He has 
been a chronic oflice-seeker, but, in view of 
his unsavory reputation, he having been 
several times publicly castigated isn ‘Tucson,. 


while the idea of his running tor any office 
was simply absurd. It remained for Judge 
Barnes, an appointee of Cleveland, to give 
Hughes the responsible position of United 
States Court Commissioner at Tucson. 

Having once obtained long-coveted 
office, Hughes was on the alert to make- 
something out of it, and the chance was 
not long in presenting itself. Last spring 
four men were arreéted for stealing cattle 
from the San Carlos reservation. One of 
them was Charies Smith, a deputy under 
Sheriff Ben Crawterd of Graham county. 
Smith secured the services of a lawyer 
named Pete Bolan, well Known fer his 
ability in “squaring’’ legislators and others. 
Pete knew “Pinhead” like a book, so, with- 
out any useless preliminaries he informed 
the newly-created United States Court Com- 
missioner that there was $200 for him in not 
holding Smith for trial. was a long time 
since the jéurnalistic Solon had seen so 
large a sum, and he eagerly accepted the 
offer. Smith raised the money by mort- 
gaging some property to Mr. Wickersham 
of Solomon & Wickersham, Bowie, and the 
$200 was handed to Hughes by Crawford, 
Smith,of course, going free, while the 
other three men were held, they being out 
of funds,

EXTERMINATION OF SCALE INSECTS. 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
To be successfully executed, laws should be 
Simple and easy of application. There 
sheuld be no more machiuery and red tape 
than is absolutely necessary. If thev are to 
be enforced they must command the respect 
and support of the peopie for whose benefit 
they are framed. In our State all legisla- 
tion must be general. There are many 
counties in the State where the fruit inter- 
estis not the predominant one, as it is in 
our own county. A general law, therefore, 
which would compel every county to act 
just the same as every other county would 
not meet with sufficient support at Sacra- 
mento to pass it; hence the only practicable 
law is one that will admit of local 
application. We need for general appli- 
cation throughout the State a statutory 
enactinent that the maintenance of orchards 
infested with red, white and San José scale 
are a nuisayece. in addition to sach an en- 
actment there sheuld be a provision that 
would enable people to organize fruit dis- 
tricts in the same way that school districts 
are now formed, by petitioning the Board 
of Supervisors and haviag the boundaries 
defined. Whenever a district was so de- 
fined there should be about three fruit 
guardians elected, and also an inspector. 
It should be made mandatory upon the 
Board of Super,isois to pay for the ser ices 
of the inspector. The guardiais, inspector 
and their duly authorized agents should be 
empowered to enter aby man’s premises 
for the purpese of examining trees and 
shrubbery. The guardian should likewise 
be empowered to destroy all trees and 
shrubbefty whenever, in their opinion, it 
would best conserve the interest of the 
public. If in their opinion it would be ad- 
visable to treat the trees they should te 
empowered to permit the owner todo so. ‘The 
guardians, being elected, would be pre y 
apt to do about right in the matter of re ain- 
ing or destroying trees, They should have 
tull power to act in the premises. If we 
had such a law now, trees on town lots 
would secon disappear in smoke, when the 
owners did not think enough of them to 
take care of them. The inspectors and 
guardians should have full power to destroy 
nursery stock which they tound 1n transic. 
No one should receive remuneration for 
trees-and shrubbery destroyed when in- 
tested with red, white or San José scale. 

DISCUSSION. 

E. Steele, from Santa Barbara, gave an 
explanation of his method of disinfecting 
trees, as used in the Cooper and Hollister 
orchards at Santa Barbara. Mr. Steele has 
made arrangements to apply his method to 
the Shorband Chapman orchards at San 
Gabriel. 

A lengthy discussion followed on the dis- 
infection ot trees intected with the differ- 
ent scale-bugs, in which Messrs. Hamilton, 
Seott, Dr. Chubb, G. Bb. Adams and A. Phil- 
lips wok part. | 

Messrs. Barbour, Rice, Hamilton and 
Garey were appointed a committee to draft 
a memorial and present it to the Legisla- 
ture for enactment in reference to obtain- 
ing the passage of a law that will compel 
the disinfecting of trees infected with the 
different insect pests.

QUESTIONABLE TRANSACTIONS. 


Some “Digging Up" That is Likely 
| to Be Don 


The Erbes charges, preferred against 
President Humphreys of the Coun- 


lead to some very good results, but in a 
manner very different from that in which 


charges were so absurd on their face that 
they fell flat, no one attaching the slightest 
importance to them, and since that time 
every effort has been made to try and dig 
up something which could be twisted into 
a reflection on Mr. Humphreys’s character, 
or find some weak spot in his record. 
Letters have been written‘to his old home 
at Leadville, where he was Mayor, so 
worded as to put him in a bad light, asking 
if there was not something agaipst him 
there, some dark spot that could be un- 
covered, but the answers-received have 
been anything but waat was wanted, all 
speaking of him as a man and an official in 
the highest terms. And now his enemies 
have resorted to the lowest of all expedi- 
ents, that of searching out persons who are 
known tohavea personal feeling against 
him, and trying to bring pressure to bear 
on them to compel them to father the false- 
koods which have’ been putin circulation, 
So far these efforts have been unsuccesful, 
but they are. kept up in the vain 
hope that something may turn up. 
But the friends of Mr. Humphreys, both fa 
and out of the Council, have become 
aroused, and say that they do not propose 
to stand idly by and see this persecution 
contine, but they propose to do a littie fight- 
ing on their own account. In the first 
place, they say that they propose to look. 
into the character of the men whe are 
making this war on Mr. Humphreys, and 
see if their skirts are clear. It has been as- 
certained that Councilman Collins was very 
prominent inthe Erbes matter, goifig so far 
as to go with Erbes to have his affidavit 
sworn to, and itis said that that gentleman 
will first come in forashare of attention, 
As is well known, the charter expressly 
states that no member of the Council 
shall, either directly or indirectly, be inter- 
ested in any contract with the city, or shall 
vote on any subject in which he is person 
ally interested; furthermore, that any vi 
lation of this provision is a misdemeanor, 
and may not only be prosecuted in the 
courts, but that the Council may also take 
up the matter, and, in case the offense is 
proven, may impeach the guilty member, 
and declare his seat vacant. It is claimed 
that Mr. Collins has frequently violated this 
provision, in that he has entered into con- 
tracts with the city through his partner in 
the livery-stable -business, by which 
hundreds of dollars have gone _ into 
his pockets, and on which he _ has 
voted. It is said that during the 
smallpox, when horses, etc., were needed, 
all were furnished from Mr. Collins’s livery 
of the Board of Health, assisted in the addi- 
tion of billsin which he was directly inter- 
ested to the extent of one-half. Mr. Col- 
lins’s last dicker with the city was the sale 
of a horse to the police force for $250 for the 
patrol wagon (ex-Chief Cuddy also sacri- 
ticeda $150 animal at the same figure for 
the same purpose) and the teams have been 
kept in his stable since they were pur- 
chased. Of course, Mr. Collins may have 
done as well, if not better, than any one 
else in his dealings with the city, but 
the charter, for some reason, does 
not favor the city dealing with 
its servayts, and hence if Mr. Collins has 
been guilty of these things he violated the 
law. But Mr. Collins, it is said, is not 
alone in this particular. It is said that 
Councilman Moriarty sells groceries to the 
city every month, and that Councilman B. 
Cohn, through his son; is also interested in 
city patronage. There may be others, but 
it is claimed that the whole matter is to be 
thoroughly sifted and things put on a busi- 
ness basis within the course of a week or 
two.

Opinion Klicited from District Attor- 
ney Dupuy.

Second—Will it be the duty of election 
boards to reject the ballots offered by an 
elector whose name does not appear upon 
the printed register, but who presents a 
certificate from the County Clerk showing 
that his name is enrolled on the Great Reg- 
ister of the county?

Dear Sir: In response to your inquiries 
tiled herewith I have to say: 

First—That I am of opinion no person 
can vote at the approaching election whose 
name is not upon the Great Register. Such 
person shoula have registered prior to Octo- 
ber 2, 1888. If the peme of any voter has 
been entered on :be Great Register prior to 
October 2, 1888, but fer some reason does 
not appear on the wed register in use 
-at the polls he is entitled to have from you, 
the County Clerk, a certificate of the fact 
that his name doeze appearon the Great 
Register, and such elector may vote upon 
such certificate, for the reason that no 
elector can be deprived of his vote by either 
fraud, inadvertence or mistake, eliher in 
making out the list of voters or in printing 
the Great Register. 

In the written opinion handed you yes- 
terday, wherein I stated that “I know of no 
law authorizing any person to vote upon 
the certificate of the County Clerk; that 
such persen had been theretofore ragis- 
tered,” | was referring toa certificate of a 
registration subsequent to October 1, 1888, 
and not to a registration prior to that date. 

Second—Your second inquiry 1s, I believe, 
answered above.

That yov- 
ernment that most efficiently aids its masses 
in the great struggle of the ages—the strug- 
gle for bread, apparel and sheiter, so far as 
the material interest of its citizens is con- 
cerned is the best government, and that 
line of policy, in relation to the pending 
Yssue as to import duties, that will most ef- 
tectively aid the largest number of citizens 
and voters in feeding, clothing and housing 
themselyes and their families is the best. 
line of policy, and the party that advocates 
iteught tobe supported by them, I shall 
endeavor to show you that the protective 
policy will most effectively do this, and 
consequently you ought to vote with the Re- 
publican party. 

The second great object of human en- 
deavor in the securing of which the Ameri- 
cak voter will be aided or hindered by the

In just so far as 
a given policy of this or any other govern- 
ment contributes to the material well-being 
of the masses of its people it also contrib- 
utes to their intelligence and morality, be- 
cause of the intimate connection between 
how we are fed, clothed and sheltered and 
our intelligence and virtue, and because of 
the greater opportunities attending physical 
comfort, for intellectual progress. 

The third great object of human en- 
deavor, the attainment of .which America’s 
voters must necessarily be affected by the 

yjliey of the Government upon this great 

udustrial issue, I state is the best possible 
rovision for the future as to food, cloth-

Gen. A. P. Hovey as a 

Los ANGELEs, Oct. &. 
Editor of Tae In your 
of this morning you have an article re- 
lating to Gen. Alvin P. Hovey, the Re-. 
publican candidate for Governor of 
Indiana. Gen. Hovey resigned a seat 
on the Supreme Bench of that State to 
o into the war. He commanded a 

ivision in the Thirteenth Army Corps 
inthe Vicksburg campaign. In the 
battle of Port Gibson his command, 
especially in the fore part of the day, 
bore a conspicuous part. His division 
and that of Gen. terhaus entered 
that battle in the early morning, the 
former taking the right of thé mii 
road and the latter the left. 
left the enemy was speedily driven 
back a considerable distance, ‘but 
on the right the resistance was 
more obstinate. About 9 o’clock the 
Second Brigade of Osterhaus’s divis- 
ion, Which | had the honor to com- 
mand, was ordered to the right to pre- 
vent an advance of the enemy upon 
the center, the falling back of the 
enemy having eaused a considerable 
gap between the two divisions. Hov- 
ey’s division was furiously charged by 
the Confederates, and for a few min- 
utes the fighting was desperate and at 
close quariers. ordered an In=* 
diana and an Ohio regiment to make a 
countercharge, which was obeyed in 
gallant style, and it resulted in driving 
the enemy entirely from the field. The 
enemy then massed his forces on the 
left, where the battle raged till about 
4 o’clock in the afternoon, when the 
Cunfederates retired. from the field, 
having lost heavily in killed, wounded 
and prisoners. 

On the 16th of May the battle of 
Champion Hills was fought. The two 
armies were Mpls up perpendicular to 
the Big Black. The Thirteenth Army 
Corps fought this battle mainly. Pem- 
berton’s forces were nearlv double in 
numbers to that of the Union army. 
His plan was to mass upon the right of 
our line, turn it and crush it up against 
the river. Hovey’s division was on the

-right and that of Osterhaus’s next. 


The battlefield wes undulating, an al- 
ternative of ravines and ridges, and 
cuvered with not a very dense forest. 
Artillery consequently could not well 
be used, and was not used to any ex- 


tent. The fighting was with rifles. 
The onset upon Hovey’s  divis- 
ion was: terrific, and the 


numbers against him were overwhelm- 
ing. His division resisted with grim 
tenacity, and when forced back took 
positions on the next ridge until it 
formed the fourth line of battle, which 
was never routed. Thirteen hundred 
men of his division were stretched upon 
the field from rifle shots. ‘At this stage 
Logan came in from the Seventeenth 
Corps, having marched eight miles, and 
attacked the Confederates on the flank, 
which closed the battle in a Union vic- 
tory ina few moments. Logan’s feat 
equaled that of Espinasse at Hohen- 
linden. 

After the capture of Vicksburg" I 
heard a Confederate officer and a 


‘Union officer disputing over the ques- 


tion of numbers in tue several battles 
that had ensued. - The Union oflicer 
stated that the Confederates had 
double the number at Coampion Hill. 
The Confederate said that our forces 
had four lines of battle—that they had 
whipped them betore Logan came up. 
The four lines were the reformations 
of the lines of Hovey’s troops. Their 
fighting was so vigorous and obstinate 
that the Confederates supposed they 
were fighting fresh troops in each line. 
Gen. Hovey acquired a tine reputation 
in the two battles named.

Spare the Shade Trees. 


The business streets of the city have 
long been stripped of their trees, and 
this perhaps is unavoidable. But they 
should be allowed to remain on resi- 
dence streets for many reasons. The 
shade afforded by them during the 
warm weather which prevails here in 
every month is most grateful to pedes- 
trians., The beauty. which they lend to 
the perspective of any street is 
something to which the most 
utilitarian cannot be insensible. 
The value of any lot in any 
part of town is surely enhanced by 
handsome trees standing before it or 
Within it. And last but not least, the 
relief which their green boughs—and 
dark shade afford to the eyes from the 
blinding glare of buildings and pave- 
ment is of the greatest importance. 
When the sun shines unclouded on 800 
days of the year, the eyes suffer greatly 
unless protected by shaded glasses, and 
if trees aiford a similar relief, it. is 
surely folly to cut them down. The 
penalty will be seen in a few years in 
many complaints of the eyes among 
those living down town. 

The main reason for the wholesale 
destruction which has been going on is 
the laying of cement sidewalks. It is 
claimed that the roots of the growing 
trees cause the ground to upheave and 
make-cracks in the pavemeut. Hence 
the trees are felled that the sidewalks 
may be laid. 

Three years ago Fort street was a 
shady avenue, and ‘lhird street, west 
from Spring, was lined with graceful 
pepper trees. Now, both streets: glare. 
with their white, unshaded sidewalks, 
and nothing gives relief to the eye. 
The smooth sidewalks have cost too 
high a price. 

Our eastérn visitors, from whom we 
expect so much, pass their summers at 
Saratoga or Newport, where the streets 
are lined with lofty elms, and the 
drives for miles are shadowed with 
trees and bordered with grass along 
the walks. No trees are felled there to 
put down trumpery walks. And when 
they come out here for the winter they 
look to tind a resort green and beautiful 
with trees, and not bare and glaring as 
ngenuily can contrive. | 

At present there are standing on 
Fort, below fourth street, some large 
and handsome pepper trees in the mid- 
dle of the sidewalk. Men have com- 
menced work at laying a new walk, 
and it is said that the trees will have 
to go. It is of course a matter of opin- 
ion, but for beauty and comfort, and 
the value of the property, the trees are 
better where they are, even if the side- 
walk is built around them, or a plank 
walk is built, or no walk at all. Better 
shade-trees without sidewalks than the 
walks without the trees.

A man requires a 
space of at least 3x7 feet in order to 
sleep with any degree of comfort—say 
21 square feet; 300,000 would, there- 
fore, occupy 6,500,000 square feet, or 
about 100 acres,’’ continues Mr. Wells. 
The baggage carried by such a multi- 
tude he estimates at 2000 tons. ‘‘It is 
no child’s play,’ further remarks Mr. 
Wells, ‘‘to entertain 800,000 people.” 


Tur Republican tariff bill fulfills the 
pledge of the Republican party to re- 
vise the tariff and to remove its in- 
equalities, while being still a genuine 
protective measure.

VIENNA, Oct. 4.—{By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.| This is Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph’s name-day. The Emperor of Ger- 
many visited him and tendered congratula- 
Thirty-four generals were presented 
to Emperor William this morning. His 
Majesty devoted three-quarters of an hour 
to receiving them. 

Prince Laobandoff, the Russian Ambas- 
sador, was not present at Emperor Will- 
iam’s reception today, a fact which, taken 
in connection with the absence of M. De- 
vais, is held in official circles to be signifi- 
cant. 

A banquet was given this evening in the 
ballroom of the Hofburg. After the fourth 
course Emperor Francis Joseph arose and 
said: 

“It affords me the sincerest pleasure to 
be petmitted te weleome His Majesty, Em- 
peror William, to our midst, and it is with 
a feeling of hearty, firm and indissoluble 
friendship for the alliance which united us 
for the benefitof our people that I drink to 
the health of our impe=-.. guest.” 

The monarchs then touened their glasses. 
Emperor William in reply said: 

“I return to Your Majesty the sincerest 
thanks for your gracious words, and it 
affords me special pleasure to be able to do 
this on your name rag and inspired by the 
feelings called forth by our proved and in- 
violable friendship, I drink to the welfare 
of my highly esteemed ally, the members 
of this house and the Austrian people.”

Figures from Com ioner John- 
ston’'s Annuil Henort. 


Wasnineton, Oct. 4.—[By the Associ- 


ated Press.j Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, 
Commissioner of Railroads, in his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Interior, 
States that the railroads south of the Union 
and Central Pacific and east of California 
have been inspected during the year by 
Hassard, engineer of the office. The Coin- 
missioner inspected the Union and Central 
Pacific and all roads in California and 
Oregon connected with the latter, and 
those in Washington Territory. 

“These roads,” the Commissioner adds, 
“are all in a very satisfactory condition. 
They were well built originally, and have 
been kept in excellent order since. Steel 
rails have been substituted for iron almost 
everywhere.” . 

The examination of the books and ac- 
counts of the subsidized companies, viz., 
Union Pacific, Central Pacific, Sioux City 
aud Pacific and the Central Branch of the 
Union Pacific,'was made by W. M. Thomp- 
son, assistant book-keeper, and J. Kemper, 
clerk. It included a comparison of the re- 
ports of the companies made to the Com- 
missioner with their books and accounts. 
Noerrors or discrepancies were detected. 
The report shows that on December 31, 
1887, the Union Pacitie had disposed of 12,- 
944,781 acres of land, the total cash receipts 
from all sales amountiag to $29,595,255. 
There remaine1 outstanding on account of 
time sales $15,535,561. The average price 
per acre for all sales was $2.55 for the Union 
division, $3.72 for the Kansas division, and

WASIMNGTON (D. C.), Oct. 4—[By the 

Associated Press.] Senate.—Mr. Cnandler

The Senate bill relating to classification 
of postoffices and amendatory of the act of 
the 3d of March, 1883, to adjust : salaries of 
postmasters, passed. 

Mr. Chandler’s resolution, for inquiry into 
the recent Louisiana election, was then 
taken. up. 

After some discussion, the resolution 
went over until Monday, and the majority 
and minority reports on the Tariff Bill were 
presented and ordered printed. 

Further conference was ordered on the 
Deficiency Bill. 

After an executive session the Senate ad- 
journed until Monday. 

House.-—The Senate bill was passad pro- 
viding that the Secretary of the Treasury may 
permit the use of petroleum as fuel on steam- 
ers not carrying passengers, without a cer- 
tificate of the supervising inspector of the 
district where the vessels are to be used. 
Mr. Burnes of Missouri then called up 
the conference report on the General De- 
geiency Appropriation Bill. The amendad- 
ment appropriating $80,000 for the Indus- 
trial Home Association of Utah gave rise 
to a long pelitical discussion. 

The conference report was then rejected, 
in order to enable the Conference Commit- 
tee to change the language providing for an 
investigation of the Washington aqueduct 
matter, so as toeniarge the scope of inquiry. . 
Adjourned,

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Gen. Harrison was visited 
today by large delegations from Grand 
Rapids and from ‘Tiffin, O. The Michigan 
visitors represented largely the furniture 
manufacturing interests of Grand Rapids. 
The Michiganders were prolific in gifts to 
Gen. Harrison, chiefgof which was a hand- 
some office chair mafufactured entirely of 
native hard woods,and labeled, ‘*Preiidential 
chair.”” Among other presents were a num- 
ber of fine specimens of copper and iron ore 
from Northern Michigan, also a unique 
cane. At3 o'clock Gen. Harrison received 
the combined delegation at Tomlinson’s 
Hall. Gen. Harrison was in good voice, 
and spoke with his usual animation and 
earnestness, repeatedly rouaing his audi- 
ence.

Proceedings ot the State Convention 
Yesterday. 

The State Convention, W.C.T.U., re- 
sumed its session yesterday. After bymn 
and prayer came the report of the secretary 
of the Board of Trustees. The report stated 
that the great undertaking of the State the 
past year has been the erection of the Tem- 
perance Temple. The annual meeting was 
postponed until the last moment, hoping 
that it might be held in the union’s spacious 
hall. For the purpose ef putting money 
into the treasury, the necessary steps were 
taken for accepting the lot given by Merrill 
Lodge more than a year ago, and the Board 
of Trustees began at once to mature plans 
for the building. The contract was made 
when the financial condition of Southern 
California was marvelously 
having confidence in the continued pros- 
perity of this section, in the generosity and 
ability of business men and the hearty co- 
operation of unions. 

The Board ot Trustees consummated all 
arrangements, and tie work was begun. 

Could the members of the board have 
foreseen the present condition, they might 
have decided on a different plan of action. 
But when it is considered that a majority of 
capitalists in California did business upon 
the same basis, we cannot be very seriously 
criticised for want of foresight. One great 
obstacle to the completion of the buiiding 
is the unpaid $6000. f

Thanksgiving 
dinners have been provided for them, while 
employment was furnished them on Jeaving 
confinement. 

An earnest appeal was made for a home 
for discharged. prisoners. !t may have a 
small beginning, but means much more 
than alms-giving. ‘Couch the heart and 
you arouse the better nature. Discussion 
followed this report. It.was decided that 
an attempt be made to interest the city 
authorities in this branch of the work.

THE MINORITY. 


A Democratic Document with Free- 
Trade Suggestions 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] The report of the minority 
makes a document of 12 printed pages. It 
begins with the statement that in the prep- 
aration of the substitute for the Heuse bill 
no member of the minority of the commit- 
tee was consulted or informed as to its pro- 
visions until it was reported to the full com- 
mittee on the 25th of September. The 
minority recites the work of the sub-cem- 
mittee in hearing the statements, arguments 
and appeals of manufacturers and others, 
who demand that the present high rate of 
tariff taxation shall be maintained, and in 
most instances were prompted not by rev- 
enue necessities, but alone for the purpose 
of increasing their own profits at the ex- 
pense of 60,000,000 taxpayers, Continuing 
they say: : 
“It is safe to say that all interests bene- 
fited by the high protective tariff have been 
fully heard and have had much {influence in 
shaping this substitute, while the great 
body of the people, taxpayers and victims 
of this policy, have not appeared and have 
not been heard. It is then said that the | 
Short time the substitute has been in the 
hands of the minority has made it difficult 
to ascertain its effect, but the essential 
difference between the House bill and the 
Senate substitute is apparent and radical 
atthe outset. Inthe matter of revenue, 
the one is framed in the interests of the 
public treasury, the other in the interests of 
private pockets. ‘The oneis framed in the 
interests of the whole people, the other in 
the interest of 500,000 manufacturers. One 
is designed to reduce both Government 
revenue and taxation, the taxation espe- 
cially which bears heaviest. on the necessa- 
ries of life; the other is intended to raise 


revenues by increasing and retaining taxa- 
tiou on all the necessaries of life.” 
CRITICISING THE SUBSTITUTE, 

The minority continues: 

“The advocates of the-substitute freely 
propose to reduce duties or abolish them on 
those things which yield only government 
revenue, but refus@ to reduce or abolish 
duties on those things which produce pri- 
vate revenue. But the minortty think it 
sate to say that the chief reductions in 
tariff taxation as provided by the substitute 
are conhued to the articles of sugar and 
rice, with jute and a few other unimportant 
articles put upon the free list, while there is 
an increase of duties imposed upon the 
multiform manufactures of cotton, wool, 
iron and steel articles, that the whole peo- 
ple, and especially the poor and most needy 
classes, are compelied to use. The sub- 
Stitute relieves tobacco in all its forms, 
except cigars, cheroots and cigarettes, 
from internal taxation and gives tree aico- 
hol to the arts. the substitute 
offers to the people free whisky and free to- 
bacco, leaving all the. expensive machinery 
for the collection of the revenues,.and en- 
forcement of the law in full forte, while it 
increases taxation upon the actual and in- 
dispensable necessaries of life.’’ 

The minority continues: “The rods eut 
of which the farmer’s wire fence is made 
are net apparently changed in rate, but by 
various changes in classification actual and 
important additional burdens are imposed. 
A reduction in dutiable value from 3+¢ to 3 
cents per pound of weight accomplished 
this, and an additional size (No. 6) 
aided without. an apparent change 
of rate, does  adroitly increase 
the rate paid on wire rods of this 
size from 45 per cent. to about 154 per cent., 
and there is an increase on wire rods of 
nearly $500,000, upon the basis of importa- 
tions of is8s7, and there is added a proviso 
by which rods smaller than No. 6 are ciassi- 
fi¢d as wire, and there is effected a third 
double increase of tax in one section, and 
this is called part of a ‘system,’ and 
rightly so cailed. Steel ingots, cogged in- 
gots, billets, bars, ete., new pay 45 per cent. 
duty it valued at less than 4 cents per 
pound. By this substitute, if valued at 1 
cent orless, they are dutiable at }¢ cent per 
pound, and as some of them were valued at 
7-10 of 1 cent per pound the rate of 44 cent 
is an increase from 45 to over 70 per cent., 
and nearly a million dollars tax is added by 
this one section. 


COTTON TIES, ETC. 
“Cotton ties also received their careful 


most formidable and insolent trust which

neerly a quarter of a miliion doliars tax on 
imported ties, all of which is a loss to the 
cotton producer. 

“Even with this they are not content, 
still farther tax the struggling 
agriculturist in this schedule, raising 
the duties on trace chains and ail 
other kinds less’ three-eighths 
of an inch thick from 24g cents, which is 
equivalent to 44.37 per cent. t6 3 cents per 
pound, equivalent to a rate of 53.67 per 
cent. Can ingenuity go further than that 
toggers iron should be raised from 30 per 
cent to 65 per cent., that table cutlery for 
the poor should be raised by specific rates 
added to the ad valorem duty,that knives for 
the poor should be heavier taxed and made 
cheaper for the rich, that breech-loading 
shotguns should be made cheaper for the 
#200 grade and dearer for the $15 grade, by 
making each pay $10 and 25 per cent. ad 
valorem? 

DISCRIMINATION ALLEGED, 

“All these and more are no longer. 
startling, and prepare the mind for a thou- 
sand other inconsistencies and disecrimina- 
tions, hidden by new and _ obscure 
classifications that time and 
patient sinvestigation will reveal. In 
the cotton schedule, again, the . grand 
process of ‘leveling up’ is cailed into 
requisition—to what end, or for what 
purpose, who can say? By changes in the 
classification and by new subdivisions still 
further complicating the administration, 
and by changes in rates, in effect principally 
increasing taxes, the most glaring incon- 
sistencies and discriminations are -per- 
petrated in _ this so-called re- | 
vision, In the woolen sehedule 
the substitute not only retains a duty on 
raw wools, but increases the duty from 10 to 
11 centsa pound on clothing and eombing 
wool, and the existing duty is retained on 
carpet wools which all parties agree are not

The minority criticises th a similar nian- 
ner the lumber, salt and provisions sched- 
ules, and then discusses the subject of 
“trusts” as follows: 

THE TARIFF AND TRUSTS, 

“The present tariff is the nursing-mother | 
of trusts. is awall behind which the 
combinations are formed by which the) 
people are plundered. ‘Tariff keeps out for-— 
eign competion, and Con binations suppress 
domestic competition, aud the whole people | 
are attheir merey and pay whatever, 
is demanded. Langyage is inadequate to | 
describe the iniquity of these corporations | 
against the righis of the people or to depict 
their disastrous effects upon the general 
welfare, As tarill which renders trusts 
possible are established and maintained at 
the special instance of those who form them, 
it would seem but simple justice and as good 
policy to tear down as much as possible 
of their cover and refuse to longer aid them 
in wrong doing. These are not ‘private 
affairs,’ as has been asserted, but public 
evils of the gravest character, atfecting the 
price of every article which contributes to 
the comfort and support of the people. The 
provisions of the substitute favor trusts 
greatly, and will serve to encourage their 
formation in still other branches of manu- 
facture. Many of ‘those belonging to. the 
trusts appeared before the Finance 
Committee, clamorous for such 
legislation as Would promote their 
interests. They are all opposed to the 
House bill, which fact should commend it 
to all who.condemn their efforts. It is bad 
enough to permit those who are most inter- 
ested in manufactures to appear before our 
committees and suggest the legislation 
they wish, but surely we should not listen 
to trusts, and aid them to rob with both 
hands,”’ : 

The report then continues: ‘The minor- 
ity cannot pass by in silence the absurd 
accusation that the House bill means ‘free 
trade,’ ‘the ruin of industry.” and ‘degrada- 
tion of American labor.’ The charges are 
as false as they are misleading. It would 
seem that nO man can propose to cut 
off excessive taxation withont subjecting 
himself to the charge of ‘tree trade.’ True, 
the Government revenues might be reduced 
by making the duties so high as to prevent 
importations altogether, but that is the 
other end of the rod which increases the 
taxes paid to private persons. If tlie first 
method of reduction leads to free trade, the 
other leads to free plunder, which is worse. 
It is safe to say that there is not a Senator 
in this body or @ man in any way proml- 
nein tn the councils of the Republican party 
who at onetime oranother had not admitted 
the necessity of reducing taxes in. order te 
stop the surplus. They are therefore free- 
traders, and desire the ruin of industry and 
the demoralization of labor. ‘The minority 
respectfully submit that they are not 
friends of American labor who supplant it 
with the labor of unnaturaljzed foreigners 
whenever they can be got cheap.” 

THE WOOL QUESTION. 

The minority concludes its report: ‘We 
are firmly convinced that beside the ad- 
vantages to the whole country which would 
result from placing wool upon the free list, 
it is easily demonstrative that each will 
reap his share of the benefit. With a con- 
sumption of 6,000,000 pounds of raw wool 
‘in 1887: in a population of 60,000,000, the 
average per capita Consumption is easily 
reckoned at 10 pounds, or 50 pounds for an 
average family of five persons, and the 
northern farmer constant!y exposed to the 
rigor of our winters consumes something 
more than the average. It requires from 
three to four pounds to make a pound of 
cloth: So that from 12 to 16 pounds of 
woolen clothing for the family will be seen 
alow average. This is now taxed at from 
55 to nearly 99 per cent. The manufae- 
turer is not benefited, because his finished 


foreign product made not only from un- 
taxed wool, but from cheaper wool, 


lf the tax be taken off wools, we 
will import more wovols, of course, 
and in no other way can our great 


factories prosper, because their capacity is 
beyond our own woo] production. When 
the factories are turning out more products 
employes have steadier work and better 
wages, and, indirecily, of course, the 
whole country is bvnefited. Under the 
House bill the manstaétirers with free 
wool secure even higher competitive ac- 
vantage over foreign than under the pres- 
ent law. Manutacturers willexport woolen 
goods as we now export cotton and Teather, 
and the demand for wool will be better. 
The wool market will encourage increased 


production, while the average wool- 
grower will reap from  cheapened 
clothing more benefits than he 


ever did from the tax onhis product which 
he must himself pay. The minority, there- 
fore, dissenting from the report of the ma- 
jority, commend to the Senate and country 
the bill of the House of Representatives as 
a measure for the reduction of taxes based 
alike upon justice am! good policy.
